M I G R A T I O N HURTS 


More Persons Move Out of 


State Than Move in, 


Board Finds 


LITTLE ROCK.—W)—The popula- 


tion of Arkansas is growing older, 
more numerous nnd more "citified," 
the State Planning Board reported Sat- 
urday in a survey based on federal 
census findings. 


The report showed a material intra- 


slnte movement from uplands to low- 
lands, predicted a continued move- 
ment of people into urban centers and 
a decrease in the number of persons 
under 20 years of age. 


Pointing out thnt the national re- 


sources committee predicted the pop- 
ulation of the nation will become ap- 
proximately static about the year 
160, the suite board recommended in 
Us annual report: 


1. An estimate be made of the prob- 


able distribution of the state's popu- 
lation in 1960. This prediction should 
be based upon land use studies. 


2. Expenditures for permanent pub- 


lic improvements be .related to the 
future distribution of population, and 
in those ureas likely to be relatively 
depopulated, expenditures be held to a 
minimum, 


3. Problems arising from the changes 


occurring in the age groups be consid- 
ered in any future planning program. 


State Chiefly Rural 


The board pointed out that the pop- 


illation of Arkansas .incrctised from 
approximately 59;'tiOb"in 1836,' to an esti- 
mated 2,023,000 this year. Although 
the urban population has increased 
steadily, the board said the state is 
still "predominantly rural." Approx- 
imately three fourths of the population 
lire whites and the foreign-born elc- 
inenl amounts to only one tenth of 
one per cent. The board said the pro- 
portion of negroes to whites has been 
decreasing .since 1910. 


The report estimated that in 1960 


Arkansas will have a population rang- 
ing from •1,932.000 to 2,585,000, depend- 
ing upon intrastatc migration. 


Discussing urban growth, the board 


pointed out that Little Rock developed 
into the largest city in the state for 
two reasons: Its geographical accessi- 
bility making it a desirable location

tion increase since 1870. Only 48 of the 
3H9 incorixmited cities and towns in 
Arkansas are classified as urban (2,- 
500 persons or more). 


The board found tho greater major- 


ity of the slate's rural population uni- 
formly distributed in the fertile low- 
lands of the Arkansas, Mississippi, 
White,' Red and .Ouachila river valleys 
and sparse population in the Guachita 
and Oiiark mountain regions. 


The census report of 1930 showed 25 


per cent of the stale's 478,463 negroes 
living in Puluski, Jefferson, Critten- 
den, Phillips, Mississippi and St. Fran- 
cis counties. 


The board said that in 1850 more 


than half the population in Arkansas 
was under 20 years of age and that this 
percentage dropped in 1930 to 45.8 per 
tent. It is estimated it would drop to 
31.2 per cent by 1960. Along with this, 
the board found a large increase in two 
adult groups—those between 20 and 
3!t, and those between 40 and 59. It pre- 
dicted the number of persons over 60 
would be more than 12.8 per cent of 
the population in 1%0 as compared to 
(J.4 per cent in 1930. 


"If the future population of Arkan- 


sas follows the 'low 'estimate calcula- 
tions," the board said, "certain prob- 
lems in supply and demand will arise 
as the result of such change. Long 
grange planning should take these ten- 
dencies into consideration." 


Migration Hurts Us 


The report showed Arkansas losing 


materially by migration to other states.

DENISON, Texas—New intensity for 


the federal government's current in- 
vestigation of the proposed 136.000,000' 
hydro-electric flood control dam on 
Red river at Dcnison was revealed in 
the: announcement that the Federal 
Power Commission lias been author- 
ized by Washington authorities to col- 
laboiatc with army engineers in the 
completion of the power market study 
linked with the Red river dam survey. 


Thomas R. Tate, of Washington, chief 


of the power resources and require- 
ments division of the Federal Power 
Commission, and his assistant, John 
B Fitch, senior hydraulic engineer, 
arrived in Denison this week to ar- 
range for the inauguration of the Fed- 
eral Power Commission's work. 


A new policy established for the

2 How to Compute Annuities Under the Old Age Pro-' 


. vision of the Federal Plan; It's Just a Matter of 


Simple Arithmetic for the Beneficiary. 


rpHE amount of the.wage earner's annuity payments under the federal 
-I old age benefits plan depends upon the amount he earns in som,e in- 
dustrial or business job between January 1, 1937, and his 65th birthday. 
But how are they computed? 


There is a rule for it—a formula—which is given in the act. In effect, 


it runs like this: 


(1) Add up the worker's wages from January 1, 1937, to the day he 


is 65 years old. 
. 


(2) If his wages in that period do not amount to more than $3000 


his monthly retirement benefit will be % of 1 per cent of 
?3000, or ?15 a month for life. 


(3) If his total wages arc more than $3000, but not more than 545,000 


in those years, take % of 1 per cent of the total wages, minus 
53000, and add this figure to the |15 due on the first ?3000. For 
example: If the worker averages $25 a week, or $13000 a year, 
over a period of 30 years, his total wages would be 30 times $1300, 
or $39,000. Take out the first $3000 of that total, on which $15 a 
month is due him. Then take 1/12 of 1 per cent of 536,000, which 
comes to $30. Adding the $15 due on $3000 of total wages and the 
$30 due on the rest of the total of $39,000, equals $45. This work- 
er's retirement payment is $45 a month for life. 


(4) If his total wages are $45,000, he will be entitled to $15 a month on 


the first $3000 as shown above, plus 1/12 of 1 per cent of $42,000, 
.which equals $35, or a total of $50. This worker's retirement 
benefit is $50 a month for life. 


(5) If the total wages from January 1, 1937, to the worker's 65th 


birthday are more than $45,000, add to the monthly payment 
due on that sum 1/24 per cent of the amount over $45,000. For 
example: If a man makes an average of $50 a week, or $2600 a 
year for 30 years, his total wages would be $78,000. Subtract 
$45,000 from $78,000 and take 1/24 per cent of the remainder, 
$33,000. The result is $13.75. Adding this to the $50 due on total 
wages of $45,000 gives $63.75. This worker's retirement benefit 
will be $63.75 a month for life.

NEW ORLEANS.-</P)-Labor lead- 


ers said Friday the agrcment ending 
the Louisiana and Arkansas railway 
strike provided that the striking broth- 
erhoods represent the workers in col- 
lective bargainig hereafter. 


Both railway executives and union 


representatives expressed satisfaction 
over the agreement, which they reach- 
ed at a conference called at Baton 
Rouge by Governor Lcche. 


S. N. Harrcll, chairman of the Strike 


Committee of the four brotherhoods in- 
volved, said the major concession made 
by rail officials was to establish a 
"sliding scale" of wages for Texas em- 
ployes of the Louisiana, Arkansas and 
Texas railway. The action, he said, 
would give Texas workers the "stand- 
ard wage pniad by the Louisiana and 
Arkansas railway in Louisiana and 
Arkansas." 


Harrell said he expected the strik- 


ers to be called back to work "within 
the next three to five days."

Eyestrain is one of those conditions 


about which everyone talks, but aboul

which there is not sufficient general 
understanding 


Unsuspected eyestrain may be as- 


sociated with twitching of the eyelids 


- fittd face. It may be responsible for 


nausea and vomiting, for headaches, 
bad nutrition, loss of appetite, and 
many other similar conditions. 


Xet the only way to determine 


whether eyestrain actualy exists is to 


', ftave a suitable examination of the 


eyes. If you find you are suffering 
from train, get glasses 


pne kind of strain is associated with 
' overwork, and the stress placed on the 
, 
eye by glare or bright light. 
,, The printing trade particularly places 


" great stress on the eye Modern print- 


ing plants provide proper light, suit- 
ab7e type, and other conditions favor- 


1 able to sight. 


Motion pictues have come to be 


, Mcognized as a source of eyestrain 
and-fatigue Under normal conditions, 


i ihe pictures do not seriously tire the 


eye However, the wrong type of 
lighting m a motion picture house, 
films that are jerky, spotted, or badly 
lighted, and long periods of projection 
without change in the light will cause i 
serious fatigue of the eye. 


Suitable eyeglasses are prescribed 


for vision that is .deficient 


'or for correction of curves in the eye- 


ball that result in a stigatism. 


When eyeglasses first become pop- 


ular, they were frequently prescribed 
when they were not necessary. Every- 
body who has his eyes examined felt 
that he simply had to have glasses to 
justify the examination. The reaction 
against this practice has introduced 
fakers who try to get people to throw 
away their glasses. 


There are three chief reasons for 


wearing glasses: To protect the eyes, 
to see well, and to see with fatigue. 
An eyeglass is a crutch to aid a de- 
ficient or weakened eye exactly as 
an ordinary crutch aids a weakened 
limb. 


A crutch lends support until the limb 


is capable of working for itself. A 
permanently deformed limb, or an 
eye of which the structure is anatom- 
ically wrong, demands permanent use 
of such aid. Proper glasses can re- 
lieve eyestrain; improper glasses may 
make the condition more severe. 


The National Society for the Pre- 


vention of Blindness gives the follow- 
ing specific advice for selecting a suil- 
able perso nto examine the eyes: 


"If he keeps a store or has a sign 


with "Specialist" in letters a foot high, 
cr if his office looks like a high-class 
barber shop with many machines and 
few books, you can be most certain 
that he is not the man you want to ex- 
amine your eyes or those of your chil- 
dren.'* :;

Boswell's "Journal of a Tour of Ihe 
Hebrides with Samuel Johnson, LL.D." 
(Viking: $5). 


This is vastly more than a reprint; 


it is a new book, for Boswell's original 
manuscript was found only recently, 
and it developed that it had been much 
abridged and expurgated in all earlier 
editions. 


Boswell seems to have been history's 


firsl slooge. He was a toady and a 
yes-man, and as an idiviclual he must 
lave been a rather sorry specimen; 
jut he was a great biographer, and for 
Us rich human flavor and ils Ihree- 
dmensional portray of a salty and in- 
dividualistic man, this new edition of 
he Journal is worthy to stand beside 
Boswell's more famous "Life." 


Altogether, it is a book eminently 


worth adding to your library.

slirewtlest, (hot of President Wilson. 
who went to Paris, worked laboriously 
for a collective security pact, and 
found himself unable to hove it rati- 
fied, or thnt of President Roosevelt. 
who ROCS to Buenos Aires, presumably 
expecting n pact, hut withdraws while 
it Ls drafted? 


To a degree the world influence of 


the two Presidents, ench in his own 
lime, is comparable. Wilson, victorious 
President of a nation whose interven- 
tion decoded the World war. was at 
the peak of his influence us he sailed 
for Paris. 


Roosevelt, new champion of 
the 


"jjood neighbor" policy, popular among 
the Latin American republics ns he 
is ot home, also was perhaps at the 
hit?h level of hi.s affluence as he sUirt- 
ed for the equator. 


Wilson Klskcil Presllse 


There the parallel ends. Wilson laid 


out the H points and proposed 
league of nations. But instead of rc'«c'1 
turning home at that point while 
Hive and take of treaty negotiation 
worked out. he stayed on.

the league it will lack compulsion; if 
present outlines are followed. 


V. I). K.'s Advantages 


Trade and other economic factors 


will inevitably be considered in con- 
nection with any such general neu- 
trality agreement. Liltle rivalries from 
i-iich sources may arise, bul they 
be associated wth the negotators, 
with Roosevelt. 


When the agreement is presented to 


the senate and to the country by Pre-s- 
idenl Roosevelt, Ihe prestige he brings 
to il will be unlarnished by personal 
association with any of Ihe conflicts 
which had to be submerged in writ- 
ing it. 


Then, loo, Wilson had to submit his 


product to a senale with a Republican 
majority. President Roosevelt has a 
senate 
overwhelmingly 
Democratic, 


and with its membership already on 
record for neutrality of a big part of 
the hemisphere— all the 48 states.
